Equity Warehouses , Are Ready 
For Business -One Belief That 
Much Tobacco Will Be Handled. 

. Practically >U arrangements have 
been completed for handling the to- 
bacco of Breckenridge and Hancock 
county farmers, in the Equity ware- 
houses in this county, at the opening 
of the next season. Some tobacco has 
been received by the houses at Kirk 
and McCjandy but none here nor at 
Hardinsburg. 

As stated in the News last ween, 
the warehouses and managers for^theui 
have been secured, and the contracts 
between the growers and the Louis- 
ville Warehouse company, which it 
the money power behind the ware- 
house movement, have been made by 
the finance committee, composed of 
<i. S. Wilson, b. B. Ogle- 
Silas Miller, which was appointed 
at tne tobacco growers' convention 
at Hardinsburg on April 1. Last week 
a change in the number of places in 
the county where tobacco will be re- 
ceied was made. Stepheusport being 
omitted from the original list of Hve 
plaaees. Instead of Crawford He 
Squire.sof Stepbensport, managing ware 
houses here and at Stepheusport. as whs 
first planned, Mr. Crawford will not 
take an active interest in the move- 
ment, while Mr. Squires will manage 
the warehouse in this citv. 1 
leave three other E<iuitv warehouses 
in the county, those at Hiirdinsburg. 
Kirk and Mc^uady, wnere Jchn 
O'Riley, Sheeian ft .larboe and 
Lyons Bros , respectively, will be in 
charge. It la announced tnat all four 
are ready tor business and the move- 
ment seems an assured success. 

Mat.. Lancaster, of Louisville, a 
representative of the Louisville Ware- 
house comoany, and Mr. Squires were 
here last Wednesday and made ar- 
rangements to rent the J. B. Pace to- 
bacco factory to use as the local 
Equity warehouse. Lew Waggoner 
haV been selected for grader at tin*; 
house. 

The part of the business at each ot 
the four Equity houses which will 
have to oe looked after by the finance 
committee will be in the charge, as 
for as possible, of the member of the 
committee who resides nearest the 
house. 

Tnere is some speculation as to the 
amount of tobacco tint will be deiiv- 

to the number of farmers who will 
want advances and the nnmber who 
will not. One member of tb» finance 
committee stated to the News that it 
is bis opinion that a Urge number 
Of growers will have their tobacco 
handled by the Equity houses when 
they thoroughly understand. tb 
on which this will be done, and 
realize that it is the best plan to hold 
for better prices, because the tobacco 
is put in a better condition for keep 
log it than would he possible on the 
tarm. He also said that he believes 
^ many Hancock county groweri will 
^'deliver their crops to the local bouse. 
Many growers who are members of 
the American Society ot Equity are 
determined to hold their Ubacoo at 
home, as are non-members of this 
organization, to whom the use of the 
Equity warehouses are open also.

We dropped 
anchor about two miles from shore 
and preceded to unload so tons Of 
quartermaster's supplies, first trans- 
fering them to lighters of shallow 
draft and thence to the shore, the 
ISBOI being performed by small copper- 
colored natives. The city of Agana, 
the capital "f tne island, is situatej 
inland a distance of BSTOO miles and 
cannot be seen from the bav. Only a 
few houses can be seen near the 
beach. The town is garrisoned by 
ISO C, S. marines, who occupy a very 
pleasant looKing set of barracks on a 
hill near tbe beach. I en.joywi a 
plunge in the bay this morning. Tbe 
idea seemed to strike about titty of the 
command simultaneously, as there 
was a general scramble over the rail 
to see who could be first in. Wo were 
enjoying onrselves to tbe greatest ex 
tent when we were ordered buck on 
board by the officer of tbe day, who 
said that the bay was full of sharks. 

At 8:00, the freight having been un- 
loaded, we hoisted anchor aud pnt to 
sea.

Locusts Pleajue This Year. 

The seventeen-year locusts are pre- 
icted for this year by State Entomol 
ogist fl. Garman, of Lexington. They 
will be here in May and June The 
main body will not arrive until next 
year. TLe seventeen-year- locusts is a 
species ol the harvest fly Known as 
the Cicada Septenidecim and the de- 
lows their wake. Seventeen" years ago 
when they disappeared the females de- 
posited their eggs in the tender twigs 
of the fruit and other succulent trees. 
The eggs hatched out and the caterpil- 
lar fell to the ground and burrowed in 
to the earth, living upon the sap of 
the roots of the trees for sixteen years. 
They come 'up from the earth cased in 
transparent shells from which they cut 
their way out. Their tender bodies 
become hard as soon as the sun strikes 
their wings, They may be known by 
their red edges, black !^ody and trans- 
parent win^s which bear the letter 
"w" upon them, which the ^supersti- 
tious declare means war or the ending 
of war.
